In 1776, from a "True 
List of all Souls Both Black & White and 
Their Ages Living In Elizebeth Hundred In The 
County of Frederick,“ we find (1) List made 
by John Miller in August 1776 (Elizebeth 
Hundred became Hager’s Town, Maryland after 
1814). (2) The following people of the Seitz 
family: (sometimes spelled Seitz, Syds, Sitze, 
and finally in Rockinghas County,, Virginia, 
spelled SITES. )

Vandel Sites Careful In Disposition of His Property In Lengthly 
Document. 


Below is printed a Will of Vandel Sites, written in Rockingham 
County, in 1785 and recently found in Ohio. Any persons familiar 
with the property described are asked to communicate with I.D. 
Sites of Dayton, Virginia. This information will be used in a 
family history being prepared by F.B. Sites of New York City. 


Bellville, Ohio Star: 


M. Roe Sites who lives at the top of the hill, two and a half miles 
south of town, has possession of a very unique and interesting 
will. The will was made by his great, great, great, grandfather, 
Vandel Sites in 1785 in the County of Rockingham in the State of 
Virginia. Mrs Sites found the will in the secret drawer of an old 
walnut desk which has been in the family possession for a great 
many years. 


It is rather unusual for a document of this kind to survive nearly 
150 years, but this is partially explained by the fact that the 
Sites’ are still occupying the same farm that Mr Sites great 
grandfather, Robert Sites, was granted from the government in 1731. 
This sheepskin land grant, which was made at Wooster and bears the 
signature of President Andrew Jackson, is another valuable 
keepsake. 


The will is well preserved, although the parchment is somewhat 
yellowed. The ink has not faded. The handwriting is somewhat hard 
to decipher, owing to the peculiar formation of the letters and the 
lack of punctuation. It has been reproduced exactly as it is 
written. It gives one a good idea of the life and customs of that 
day and the change in what would be considered the rights of a wife 
between that day and this. 
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WILL OF VANDEL SITES 


In the name of God Amen, I Vandel Sites of the County of Rockingham 
in the State of Virginia, being of very weak in body but perfect 
mind and memory calling to mind that all men are mortals and born 
once to die, do make this my last will and testamnet in manner and 
form as follows: 


That is to say: First of all I give and recommend my soul into the 
hands of God that gave it and my body to the earth to be buried in 
a decent and christian like manner at the discretion of my 
executors in full assurrance of receiving the same again at the 
resurrection of the Just, and as touching such worthy estate where 
with God hath been pleased to bless me in my life, I give and 
bequeathe in the following manner: 


Viz: First, that all my just debts and funeral charges be paid and 
secondly I give and bequeathe unto my well beloved wife Hannah 
Sites a full privilege of the stove room that I now live in. 
Likewise a liberty of the kitchen fire to cook during her natural 
life or widowhood and two cows of my stock that she may choose and 
my best furniture, and my chest and her several suits of apparel 
and my loom and tackling, all the flax and yarn, woolen and linen, 
and all the linen cloth that is not cut up and all the day apples 
that is in the house at my decease, and all the wheat in the house, 
and her two cows that she shall choose, shall be fed in the stable 
all winter sufficiently and every winter during her natural life or 
widowhood on my old plantation by the inheritors or possessors 
thereof. _ 


What legacies is yet due the estate of my wife’s father, Charles 
Sipes, is to be the full property of my wife, Hannah Sites forever 
and at her disposal by will or otherwise and she shall have a brass 
kettle and a iron pot that she shall choose. One duck oven, twa 
pewter dishes and basin and four plates, six spoons,three iron 
ladles, fleshfork,one tea kettle, and tea pot, three cups and 
saucers, one frying pan, a blck bottle, and all the wool, two 
sheeps of her choice, her saddle and bridle, and all the plates and 
buckets I now have, the little washing tub,the vinegar and beer 
kegs, woolen wheel and cards and the flax wheel. 


All inheritors of my above named old plantation yearly and every 
year the full amount of 18 bushels of wheat, six bushels of Indian 
corn, and five bushels of rye during her life or as long as she 
continues my widow, six bread baskets and three other bread baskets 
as she chose, and half the garden that lies on the right hand of 
the gate, the check reel, and one quarter of an acre of flax on 
good ground in good order, yearly by inherotors or possessor of the 
above said old place, and shall have the liberty of keeping ofv4 
reasonable number of fowls on said place. 
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She shall have the full liberty of the orchard and making use of as 
much of the front thereof as may be necessary for her four bushels 
of potatoes and one hundred weight of good sufficient beef paid by 
the inheritors or possessor of the said old place and it is my will 
that all the singular and every article bequeathed in this my last 
will to my wife, and is to be hers and hers forever except her 
liberty in the house, feed for her two cows the wheat, corn and 
rye, fowls keeping, in the orchard, to cease at her marraige or 
death and further she shall have the use of my walnut table and all 
turned wooden vase that is now in the house during her natural 
life, butter and fat tub and one bushel of salt. 


Thirdly, it is my will that all remaineth of my personal estate be 
sold by my executors at public sale and the money arising therefrom 
to be contributed to the payment of my lawful debts and if any 
should remain after paying all lawful debts and other lawful 
charges it shall be laid out to the best advantage of my undernamed 
executor toward repairing the house and barn on my plantation. 


Itwm 1: I give and bequeath unto my third son, Peter Sites, that 
part of my plantation that I now live on called the old place after 
the decease of his father and mother or his mother’s marraige to 
another. To pay to the other legates the sum of one hundred and 
fifty pounds Virginia money at the expiration of two years after 
their decease or his mother’s marraige. 


Then my executor shall make same a good and lawful deed of 
conveyance in fee simple for the above tract also make my eldest 
sonm Christian Sites a deed of conveyance in fee simple for that 
part of the land that I have sold him described by our agreement 
also to make my second son Henry Sites, a good deed of conveyance 
for twenty acres of land, part of my tract including cleared land 
to extend along William Dunlap’e field where Henry has cleared ae 
far as the upper end of Dunlap’s land and to extend square and 
straight lines until it makes up the quantity of twenty acres and 
also to make a good and sufficient deed of conveyance in the fee 
simple for the twenty acres. 
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I do further order and allow my son-in-law, John Sites, to have the 
full privilege without interruption to live in the house he now 
lives in on the above said old place and enjoy the home as long as 
my wife Hanah Sites lives or she continues to be my widow. I 
further allow and agree that my son Peter Sites to whom I give my 
old plantation if in case he may choose to give up his rights at 
the decease of his father and mother or her marraige, then the 
executor of my last will may have full power to sell the same at 
public sale or otherwise and the money arising therefrom to be 
equally divided among my seven children. To wit: my daughters, 
Barbara Sites, Christine Sites, Henry Sites, Catherine Dunlap, 
Peter Sites, Hannah Sites, George Sites and the first payment to 
the eldest and to be in the same manner until the whole seven be 
paid and in case the said Peter Sites will keep the land he shall 
pay the legaties, as it is mentioned that the executors are to do 
as above stated, I constitute and ordain Mathias Lais Law and John 
Sites, my son-in-law my whole and soul executors of this my last 
will and testament and I utterly revoke disallow and do annul all 
and every other former will or testament,by me in any way 
constituted or ordained and I constitute and ordain this and no 
other to be my last will and testament. In witness thereof I have 
hereunto my name affixed my seal this seventeenth day of September 
in the year of Our Lord, One Thousand Seven Hundred and Eighty 
Five, 1785.
